(AN Monday morning, several scores 
of men and women are to com­ 
mence a canvass of Santa Ana and 
vicinity for memberships in the Red 
Cross for 1920. 
Santa Ana chapter hopes to enroll 
more than 6000 names during the Red 
Cross enrollment period, starting Mon­ 
day and ending November 11, Armis­ 
tice Day. 
The canvass is for $1 membership 
only. 
One dollar is the usual mem­ 
bership fee of the Red Cross, and it is 
one thing that has not been advanced 
since before the war began. 
The canvassers are not going forth 
to argue. They are going to go to the 
homes of the people of each commun­ 
ity in order to give the residents an 
opportunity to Join the Red Cross. 
The aims and work of the Red Cross 
are too well known to need argument. 
Red Cress Cards. 
Window cards bearing the red cross 
of the organisation«are to be given at 
each home and place of business 
where a membership is sold. Small 
red cross stickers are to be added to 
designate the number of members at 
a plaoe where there are more than 
one. In the business district posters 
showing IOO per cent enrollment are 
to be awarded where the enrollment 
is IOO per sent. Red Cross buttons 
are to be given to those who Income 
members for IM . 
The women who are to give their 
services to the drive hope to finish 
their work 
as 
quickly as possible. 
Districts are small so that the can­ 
vassing can be done quickly. Where 
houses are visited and people are not 
found at home, later visits will be 
paid. 
It is urged that citizens generally 
keep in mind the fact that the can­ 
vass is to be made the flrqt of next 
week, and that money for member 
ship should be left with someone stay­ 
ing at home or with a neighbor. In

WAGES AND LIVING 


BETTER SPEECH WEEK 


For an entire week, the schools of 
8anta Ana are to campaign in favor 
of better speech. 
It is a campaign 
that need not be and is not to be 
confined to class rooms. It is to reach 
out into the playgrounds and into the 
homes of students, and the effort of 
those who are planning to make the 
campaign as useful as possible to the 
community as a whole is to be di­ 
rected 
toward 
getting 
citizens in 
general to co-operate with the schools 
in an endeavor during that week to 
get the people of this community to 
speak and write more carefully than 
has been their custom. 
, 
Most 
people, carelessly 
and 
in 
baste, make a great many more mis­ 
takes in writing and in speaking than 
they need to make. That is, they do 
not write and speak as well as they 
know how to write and speak. If they 
took time to analyze the words they 
have put down on paper or have 
spoken they would recognize 
their 
errors in English. Most of the mis­ 
takes in English and spelling that 
get into a newspaper when in print 
are seen quickest by the reporters 
who in haste wrote the articles in 
which the mistakes occur. 
With most of us, the use of incor-1 
feet English is largely a matter of 
habit. The use of correct English is 
equally largely a matter of habit, one 
that can be cultivated, and by culti­ 
vation our speech can be improved. 
Recognizing that this Is true, the 
speech 
committee of 
the National 
Council of Teachers of English 
in­ 
vited the schools throughout the land, 
and other organizations as well, to 
Join in the observance of an Ameri­ 
can Speech Week. The week desig­ 
nated for this effort toward the rais­ 
ing of our standards of speech and 
writing is November I to November 
tth. 
Good results have been obtained in 
“drives” of this sort conducted on 
a smaller scale in a number of high 
schools 
and 
communities, the first 
being 
that observed 
in 
Brooklyn, 
N. T. 
We all recognize and are urging 
through 
our Americanization 
move 
ment that 
the English language is 
worth knowing. We are insisting that 
foreigners must learn to speak our 
language. If our language is worth 
knowing, it is worth knowing well. 
It ii worth knowing well, and it is 
worth using properly. Let us for the 
coming week join in the movement 
that is being led locally by members 
of our school faculties. Let us resolve 
to 
“watch our speech.” 
lf for one 
week we persistently and consistent­ 
ly 
guard 
our 
tongues 
and 
pens 
against careless use of the English 
language, we 
will 
have attained to 
some degree a habit of educational 
value. If we watch our speech for a 
week we will watch it longer. 


The relation of income to cost of 
living is a question of perpetual inter­ 
est, and of unusual value at this 
time when there are so many Indus­ 
trial controversies based on an ef­ 
fort to harmonize the two.

that from 1912 to 1919 (or 1918 in 
cases where this year’s figures are 
not obtainable) earnings per hour 
have increased in the cotton indus­ 


try 79 per cent, in the silk industry 
91 per cent, in the woolen industry 
93 per cent, in the lumber industry 
94 per cent, in millwork 51 per cent. 
in the clothing industry 71 per cent, 
in the boot and shoe Industry 47 per 
cent, in furniture-making 54 per cent, 
In cigar-making 52 per cent, and in 
the iron and steel industry, averag­ 
ing all departments, 121 per cent 
i 
The workers in some of the indus­ 
tries mentioned seem to have a legit- 
! linate complaint, inasmuch as their 
wages have not kept pace with living 
expenses. It is unfortunate that the 
railroads and coal mines are not cov­ 
ered in this report. As for the steel 
workers, it is really 
seen why, in 
their strike claims, they concentrated 
their 
attention 
on recognition for 
their unions. In the matter of wages 
they have been fortunate. Most Amer­ 
icans would rejoice if their Incomes 
had 
Increased 
more than half as 
much again as their living expenses.

This is an error which many people do ro t fully comprehend. A s long 
as this condition prevails it is hopeless Jo expect the retailer to re due cl J 
prices. 
It is becoming the habit to abuse the retailer for high prices in all \ 
things. The retailer more than any one else m ust meet competition, 
lf 
lie profiteers and holds prices too high he invites competition in th e ' 
way of new stores. 
The workman who limits any sort of production 
must help pay the bill. It is useless to ejqtect the retailer to pay for the 
increased cost at the mills. Ile m ust pa>s oil the added expense or quit 
business.
